REMARKS 

Scope of Claims in A pplication. Claims 1-18 are active in this application and are directed to 

novel polyurethane films and a method of making the same and an aqueous polyurethane 

dispersion useful for preparing the polyurethane film. The dispersions are made by first 

preparing the non-ionic prepolymer. Water and an anionic surfactant are then added to the 

prepolymer, thereby rendering the polyurethane dispersion.
